Councils spend millions 
on £50k staff salaries 



ARSONISTS have attacked a 
Polish delicatessen for the 
second time in six weeks. 

Best Pol on Barrack Road, 
Northampton, was severely 
damaged by the blaze, with the 
roof and gable end particularly 
affected. 

Fire crews were called to the deli 
at about lam on Monday. The fire 
is believed to have started with 
an explosion in the roof space. 

Police confirmed later that day 
that they were treating the cause 
as suspicious, and believe it is 
linked to a similar attack that 
happened at the end of last year. 

The premises were gutted by 
smoke and flames in December 
after burglars broke in and set 
alight. 

Police said it is not yet clear 
whether the attacks were racially 
motivated, but they are keeping 
an open mind. 

The store has been sealed off by 
police and neighbouring restau¬ 
rant Indian Paradise was still 
closed yesterday.

SALARIES paid to managers earning 
more than £50,000 at Northampton 
Borough Council cost an estimated £2.1 
million last year. 

Figures revealed by campaigning group 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance show that 29 
members of staff were in this higher wage 
bracket for the financial year 2010-2011 - 
only one less than the previous year. 

The consistency in the amount spent on 
management salaries comes at a time 
when many workers in the private sector 
have had to take a pay cut to help their 
companies ride the recession and other 
public sector staff have been hit by a pay 
freeze. 

Matthew Sinclair, director of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “It is disappoint¬ 
ing to see so many middle managers at 
Midlands councils, particularly at a time 
when public sector pay is being restrained 
and low paid staff are being laid off. 

“It’s not fair to demand that ordinary 
workers take a pay freeze or lose their jobs 
while more and more middle managers 
are enjoying generous remuneration. 

“Councils need to cut back the bloated 
bureaucracies that have developed in 
town halls in recent years.” 

Figures for Northamptonshire County 
Council showed a fall in the number of 
managers earning more than £50,000, but 
the authority still employed 118 in the year 
2010-2011, with an estimated cost of 
£7.9m. 

East Northamptonshire Council paid out 
an estimated £677,500 to nine managers, 
while South Northamptonshire Council’s 


salary payments to managers had risen to 
£977,500. 

The payment statistics were calculated 
to include bonuses and exclude pension 
contributions, but some councils said the 
rise in their total salary payouts was due to 
redundancies. 

The report, which was compiled using 
data taken directly from councils’ annual 
statements, said for some authorities: 
“The total number of employees falling 
within the various bands is affected by 
termination or redundancy payments 
made to certain employees.” 

But the number of redundancy packages 
was not disclosed, so it is unclear how 
much of the money goes towards existing 
managers’ salaries and how much is paid 
to those who leave. 

The revelations come just weeks after the 
same lobbying group uncovered figures 
showing that councils in 
Northamptonshire were paying millions of 
pounds to suspended staff. 

Northampton Borough Council paid out 
£67,582 in suspended staff members’ 
wages despite them being off work for 
reasons that included “criminal activities”, 
“physical violence”, “bullying” and 
“serious negligence”. 

One employee for the county council 
was suspended for 277 working days on 
full pay - more than a working year. 

They had an annual salary of £14,500 and 
were paid a total of £16,735 while off work, 
before being re-employed at the end of the 
period. 

The total cost of payments to suspended 
staff at the authority between September 
2010 and December last year was 
£158,758.

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Still no cause for Bridge Street blaze 


THE mystery of the fire that 
raged through the former 
Angel Hotel in Bridge Street 
continues as the cause 
remains unknown. 

Structural engineers are yet 
to report on the condition of 
the Grade II listed building in 
Northampton town centre 
leaving businesses in the lurch. 

Simon Patterson, manager of 
Fat Cats, said: “We are still 
waiting to hear back from the 
structural engineers.” 

He said that assessors from 
the building’s insurance 
company had still not been to 


the site, meaning that no 
estimation of the cost of 
repairs has been made. 

He added: “It’s very frustrat¬ 
ing. I can get into part of the 
building, but not the rest, and 
we can’t assess the damage 
until then.” 

A one-way system remains in 
place on Bridge Street, 
following the fire on January 2, 
which caused the roof of the 
building to collapse into Fat 
Cats bar below. Balloon Bar, 
also on the ground floor, was 
not so badly damaged, but is 
still closed.

PLANS for a new £8 
million bus interchange 
in Northampton will go 
on display this week.

Judge gives 
sorry ‘selfish’

A NAKED flasher who 
harassed women as they filled 
up at a petrol station told a 
judge he had always been an 
“upstanding member of the 
community.” 

Shaun Lovesey, 46, told 
Northampton Crown Court: 
“I’m deeply sorry. It’s never 
happened before and it will 
never happen again. If I work 
with the Probation Service on a 
36-month course, it will make 
sure it will never happen 
again.” 

On five occasions he targeted 
women using Tesco’s filling 
station at Mereway, 
Northampton, and performed 
a sex act. 

Lucy Fairclough, prosecuting, 


said that between midnight 
and lam Lovesey stripped 
naked, stood in bushes near 
the forecourt and masturbated 
as women drivers filled up. 

He was caught on November 
26 last year after running naked 
towards a woman’s car. 

Police were nearby because of 
the earlier incidents. 

Sergeant Paul Cumber chased 
Lovesey and shouted for him to 
stop, which he did. 

Lovesey, of Yeoman Meadow, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty to 
four exposure offences and 
asked for a similar offence, 
committed on October 23 also 
at Tescos, to be considered. 

Judge Michael Fowler passed 
a three-year community order, 
with sex offender treatment. 

He will be subject to a 7.30pm 
to 6am curfew for the next three

The judge told him: “When 
you committed these serious 
and selfish offences, you did 
not have regard to the affects 
they would have on the ladies 
you subjected to these offences. 

“It may be that you do not 
understand but it is obvious 
that even though there was no 
contact, these could be wholly 
life-changing experiences for 
these women - fear, shock and 
distress that could live with 
them for the rest of their lives. 

“That is why it is serious and 
that is why it is appropriate to 
have a restriction that you 
should not go to Tesco’s store, 
petrol station, neither to the 
underpasses that lead to the 
store.”

Bairstoweves 
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Beating bullies in 
tribute to Natasha

YOUNG people from across the 
county have joined forces in a 
bid to reduce hate crime and 
bullying. 

The campaign, called “Stamp 
Out Hate Crime”, was started by 
Northampton Youth Forum and 
friends of Natasha Warnes in 
September last year. 

Natasha, 16, was found dead in 
her bedroom at her Northampton 
home last July, after being bullied. 

Members of the Youth Forum 
took part in a memorial concert 
for Natasha at Cripps Hall 
Theatre, Northampton last 
Thursday. 

Her family have given their sup¬ 
port to the project, and have been 
invited to a VIP-day at a Stamp 
Out Hate Crime exhibition, which 
will form the centrepiece of the 
campaign. 

The project will incorporate 
Holocaust Memorial Day and 



LGBT Month, ending on March 4. 
Lindsey Ambrose, co-ordinator of 
the Youth Forum, said: “Bullying 
can be a hate crime but a lot of 
young people don’t know that. 

“Many feel they would lose their 
‘street cred’ if they were to speak 
up about it.” 

Featured in the exhibition will 
be interviews conducted with 
people who have survived hate 
crimes or bullying. 

Ms Ambrose said: “It will show 
that you can achieve even if it 
feels horrible at the moment.” 


One of those spoken to was a 
Holocaust survivor, whose 
parents committed suicide to 
avoid being sent to Auschwitz 
concentration camp. 

Northamptonshire Police 
contributed a pair of handcuffs to 
the exhibition, along with infor¬ 
mation about the consequences 
of hate crime and the impact on 
the perpetrator’s life in the future. 

The county’s Learning Disability 
Partnership Board were also 
involved to raise awareness about 
the struggles of people who may 
have difficulties explaining when 
something is wrong. 

Ms Ambrose said it was impor¬ 
tant to include a wide range of 
community organisations. 

She added: “The extremes of 
hate crime are murder and geno¬ 
cide. But at the other end of the 
scale, it can start with verbal 
abuse. Step by step people get 
alienated and it becomes normal. 

“We are saying that it’s okay to 
speak up to get this to stop.” 



£6.5m business 
hub for club site 

A NEW £6.5 million Innovation 
Centre is to spring up near a train 
station. 

It is the first building given the 
go-ahead for Northampton’s 
Enterprise Zone. 

The office was approved by West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation’s (WNDC) planning 
committee. 

The centre, which will be six 
storeys high, will provide office 
accommodation and support 
services for up to 60 small firms. 

The scheme is part of a planned 
waterside development which will 
include new homes, offices, shops 
and community facilities on 
disused land alongside the River 
Nene. 

It will be constructed on the site 
of the former United Social Club - a 
derelict building which WNDC 
acquired and demolished last year. 


LOCK gates in the Northampton 
arm of the Grand Union Canal 
were hoisted out and replaced 
with new ones this week. 

The 22-year-old structures 
were carefully winched out 
from Lock 10 of the Rother- 
sthorpe lock flight using a crane. 

Maintenance teams from 
British Waterways had to drain 
the chamber, before inspecting 
its mechanisms, which are 
usually hidden from view under 
water. 


The crane was then brought to 
the site to lift out the old lock 
gates and balance beams. 

Further repairs were carried 
out inside the empty lock before 
the new gates were fitted. 

Work started on January 9 to 
preserve the historic Rother- 
sthorpe flight of locks as part of 
British Waterways’ £10 million 
repair programme across the 
country. The project is due to be 
completed by February 3 at a 
cost of £62,000.

Detectina the cause 


EXTINGUISHING the flames might be the most dramatic part of 
the fire service’s work but for investigating officers, the real 
challenge begins when the embers have died down. 

And as the recent Bridge Street blaze shows, it’s a complex job. 
LAUREN DAVIS talks to the team that figures out fires. 


THE fire is out, but the heat still 
rises. 

With anxious owners and their 
insurance companies clamouring 
for answers, the pressure is on to 
find the cause. 

And as attention turns to how it 
all started - two black labradors 
are on the case. Maisie and 
Millie, Northamptonshire’s very 
own ‘fire dogs’, are taught to sniff 
out certain chemicals that may 
have sparked the blaze. 

Senior Fire Investigation Officer 
Mick Conlon said: “They’re 
trained to detect what we call 
accelerants - things like petrol. 

“We can bring them in and they 
will identify any accelerants at 
the scene, which can save us 
days and days of taking samples 
and researching.” 

The four-legged firefighters 
have been working at 
Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue for more than a year and 
are looked after by 
Wellingborough Station Manager 
Ian Walpole. 

He said: “It’s a game to them. 

All they’re looking for is to locate 
the substance, the ignitable 
liquid, and as a reward they get 
to play with their tennis ball. 

They absolutely love their work.” 

There are only 15 fire dogs 
across the country, but life in the 
emergency services seems to run 
in the family. Seven-year-old 
Millie is the mother of Maisie, 
three, and one of her other pups 
is an urban search and rescue 
dog in Lincolnshire. 



Mr Walpole said it takes a special 
kind of animal to cope with the 
job. 

“It’s very black, dirty and sooty. 
It’s alien to a dog. So they have to 
be inquisitive and not intimidat¬ 
ed, with a high play drive.” 

Forensic investigators take sam¬ 
ples from the debris the dogs 
identify and the resulting 
evidence is often used in court. 

Mr Walpole, who has been work¬ 
ing with fire dogs for six years, 


added: “I cannot underestimate 
the value of what they do. Their 
evidence may link an individual to 
the cause of the fire.” 

But results from the labradors’ 
discoveries are only a part of the 
investigation. Mr Conlon 
described the process as ‘a big 
jigsaw’. 

“One of the first questions we 
ask is: ‘What was different today 
from yesterday?’. For example, 
one woman a few years ago had 
lit a scented candle. The shop 
she got it from didn’t have the 
one she usually gets, so she had 
got a different one - and it was 
the leaves in that candle that 
had caused the fire. That was 
what had changed.” 

Investigating officers look at 
electric appliances, candles, tele¬ 
visions, and cookers - all the kind 
of things that could accidentally 
start to burn if left on unattended 
- eliminating every possible cause 
of a fire as they go. 

But building up a picture of 
what happened is not easy, and 
Mr Conlon said that ‘even the 
simplest fire can take all day to 
investigate’. 

To make sure they are 100 per 
cent certain about their conclu¬ 
sion, officers challenge each

other’s theories, justifying why it 
is one cause and not another. 
Occasionally, though, there is no 
answer. 

Mr Conlon said: “Sometimes we 
just don’t know, and it’s frustrat¬ 
ing because we don’t like admit¬ 
ting defeat. There’s nothing worse 
than having to go to the insur¬ 
ance company or the owner and 
say we don’t know how it hap¬ 
pened. 

“But that doesn’t happen very 
often.” 

Sometimes insurance compa¬ 
nies dispute an investigating 
officer’s findings, but according 
to Mr Conlon, this has never 
happened in Northamptonshire 
- an achievement he speaks of 
with great pride. 

But there is a dual purpose to 
his work. It is not just about 
‘finding someone to blame’ or 
satisfying insurance companies. 

“One of the most important 
things is that we find the cause 
so we can educate people and 
stop fires happening again. 

“Fire investigation officers 
speak to each other nationally, 
and if we’ve all seen fires caused 
by a particular type of TV, we go 
back to the manufacturer and 
report the problem.” 

Hairdryers that can automati¬ 
cally turn themselves off are a 



result of officers reporting high 
numbers of fires being started 
by hairdryers left on. 

To Mr Conlon, who has been 
in the job for 14 years, ‘a fire is a 
fire’ - each one is investigated in 
the same way, whether it is 
deliberate or accidental. But 
passers-by can often jump to 
conclusions. 

“Sometimes what we do gets 
misrepresented. When they see 


us at the scene, a lot of people 
think it must be arson. I’ll come 
home and my wife will say ‘I 
hear you’re investigating an 
arson’ and I’m not at all. It’s just 
gone round on Facebook because 
someone saw me outside a 
burnt-out building.” 

Every firefighter is taught about 
investigation during their initial 
training, so they are already 
looking for any potential causes 
at the scene. 

In Northamptonshire there are 
always two investigating officers 
on call so they can start the 
process of working out the cause 
as soon as possible. 

Mr Conlon said: “The earlier 
we get in the sooner we can take 
statements and take photo¬ 
graphs. But we don’t rush into 
anything. We try not to be 
prejudiced about what we see. 

“We document everything very 
carefully in case we have to give 
evidence in court or to insurance 
companies.” 

And after days, sometimes 
weeks, of painstaking detective 
work, finding the cause can give 
a real sense of achievement. 

“It’s very rewarding when you 
get to the end, especially when 
you read somebody’s statement 
afterwards and it matches with 
what you’ve said.”

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£3m to improve health and social care services 


AN extra £3 million is being invested in 
health and social care in the county.

24,164 patients in 
hospital no-shows

MORE than 24,000 
appointment slots were 
left vacant at 
Northampton General 
Hospital last year after 
patients failed to turn up. 

A total of 24,164 
appointments were wast¬ 
ed when the hospital was 
not told about cancella¬ 
tions in time to offer 
places to other patients. 

Last year, there were 
15,910 vacant slots for 
consultant-led clinics and 
8,254 for appointments 
with nurses. 

The figures, revealed 
after an FOI request by the 
Herald & Post, are a stark 
reminder that wasting 
hospital time and 
resources is still a prob¬ 
lem - despite improve¬ 
ments made by the tele¬ 



phone reminder service 
introduced in May. 

Data for the first four 
months of operation 
showed that the number 
of people failing to attend 
their appointment had 
reduced from more than 
9.4 per cent to 6.9 per 
cent. 

Chris Pallot, director of 
planning and perform¬ 
ance, said: “Every year, 
thousands of appoint¬ 


ments are wasted when 
patients fail to attend. 

“Providing the reminder 
service helps to remind 
patients who may have 
forgotten about their 
appointment to attend 
the hospital, or to cancel if 
they have decided it is no 
longer required. 

“The service is com¬ 
pletely free for patients, 
and the cost to the Trust is 
very small compared to 
the amount of money 
wasted by missed 
appointments, which 
nationally cost the NHS 
millions of pounds every 
year.” 

Mr Pallot added that 
informing the hospital of 
cancellations could also 
help to reduce waiting 
times, because it allowed 
patients to be moved for¬ 
ward into what would 
otherwise be vacant slots.

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Attacker forgot she 
was holding bottle

A YOUNG woman who assaulted 
a fellow reveller outside a night¬ 
club told Northampton Crown 
Court she had “forgotten” there 
was a bottle in her hand. 

Samantha Pollock, of Cyril 
Street, Northampton, was tearful 
in the dock as the events of 
September 28, 2010 were 

recounted. 

Her defence lawyer Matthew 
Lowe argued that she had acted 
in self-defence, but the jury found 
her guilty of wounding Elizabeth 
Belchambers outside Groove on 
Gold Street. 


Pollock admitted she had been 
drunk at the time, but said that 
Miss Belchambers had threat¬ 
ened her and was “in her face”. 

She added: “I wasn’t thinking. I 
lashed out.” Bouncer Neil 
Underwood described how the 
defendant had come to him cov¬ 
ered in blood, saying she had 
“stabbed somebody” and that she 
needed to call her parents. 

The doorman added that the 
victim had a lot of blood on her 
face and chest. 

In response to the blow she 
pushed Pollock to the floor and 
punched her several times. 

The defendant accused Miss 
Belchambers of threatening to 


knock her out, but Recorder 
Satinder Hunjan said it was worth 
noting that the defendant 
“cannot recall how she hit 
Elizabeth Belchambers but she 
can recall the threats made 
against her”. 

He added: “It seems clear based 
on all the evidence that there was 
no violence before the incident.” 

In interview Pollock accepted 
that she could have stepped away 
and the prosecution argued that 
her actions were not in propor¬ 
tion with the situation. 

She said of the bottle: “I don’t 
understand how I even had it.” 

The defendant was granted bail 
while she waits to be sentenced.

THE leader of Northampton 
Borough Council has said 
the crisis surrounding the 
funding of PCSOs could be 
resolved by April. 

Councillor David 
Mackintosh, along with the 
leader of Northamptonshire 
County Council, Cllr Jim 
Harker, met with Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police’s chief 
constable, Adrian Lee, to 
thrash out the issue. 

The borough council is 
proposing to strip £100,000 
from its budget by cutting 
the services of four PCSOs, 
while the county authority is 
planning to stop paying the 
police £500,000 for PCSOs. 

The police are due to cut 25 
of the community support 
officers. 

Cllr Mackintosh feels the 
Police Authority should be 
paying for the PCSOs as 
both councils are having to 
cut their budgets. 

He said: “The Police 
Authority has an under 
spend this financial year of 
£2.7m. 

“We need to find other 
ways of funding the PCSOs 
as we can’t find it out of our 
budget. 

“I had a productive 
meeting with CC Lee and 
Cllr Harker. 

“Yes we will find a solution 
and I would say at the 
moment we are looking at 
options. This is why draft 
budgets are put forward. 

“We put ours forward in 
December and are 
consulting on it. 

“We will then listen to 
what the public has to say 
and will make a decision on 
this next month.” 


MP calls for 
reserves to 
save PCSOs

AN MP has hit out at the Police 
Authority demanding it spends 
part of its £21.7 million reserves on 
retaining the county’s 47 PSCOs 
who are due to be axed. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, said people 
want PCSOs and as this is public 
money residents should get what 
they want and for the cash not to 
languish in reserves. 

Budget cuts mean Northampton 
Borough Council, Northampton¬ 
shire County Council and 
Northamptonshire Police are all 
proposing to reduce PCSO funding, 
cutting the amount of community 
support officers. 

As a result, the Police Authority is 
coming under fire for having such a 
large amount in reserves which 
could pay for the officers. 

Mr Ellis said: “It has been my expe¬ 
rience that PCSOs are widely appre¬ 
ciated in many of the communities 
they serve. They are very much front 
and centre of the local community. 

“My first input is to have a conver¬ 
sation with the Chief Constable and 
the chief executives at 
Northampton Borough and 
Northamptonshire County councils. 

“I will keep the pressure on the 
police as this is public money and 
they want it spent on PCSOs.” 



Treasurer for Northamptonshire 
Police Authority, Rosemary Yule, 
said: “The £21m represents a fore¬ 
cast level of total reserves for the 
Authority. However, the great major¬ 
ity of this is committed either for 
capital spending, pensions, insur¬ 
ance, shared services investment or 
to support the revenue budget in 
future years. 

“This future support will enable us 
to bridge our budget gap over the 
next four years without steep 
increases in council tax. 

“The Authority is committed to 
planning financially for future years 
and our published reserves strategy 
is a key part of this. 

“Unfortunately, using reserves as a 
one-off measure to fund ongoing 
PCSO salaries would not be prudent 
or sustainable.”

Group examines 
lights switch-off

THE decision to switch 
off half the street lights in 
Northamptonshire has 
been referred to the 
Equalities and Human 
Rights Commission. 

Councillor Geraldine 
Davies, who represents 
Delapre & Briar Hill in 
Northampton, believes 
the County Council’s 
Equalities Impact Assess¬ 
ment (EIA) on switching 
off the lights was inade¬ 
quate. 

Cllr Davies said she has 
been listening and work¬ 
ing with residents in her 
ward to try to get the 
authority to reverse its 
decision. She decided to 
refer the decision to the 


Equalities and Human 
Rights Commission 
(EHRC) to get their assess¬ 
ment. 

After a preliminary 
examination the EHRC 
has informed Cllr Davies it 
will take on the case for 
further examination. 

Cllr Davies said: “I 
looked carefully at the 
council’s EIA on street 
lights and my reaction was 
that it wasn’t worth the 
paper it was written on. 

“Clearly, switching off 
lights impacts groups 
differently but County 
Hall seems to have 
ignored this fact. 

“I decided to refer it to 
the EHRC and I’m really 
pleased they have agreed 
to look at the case fur¬ 
ther.” 



A council spokesman 
said: “The council is 
currently facing a huge 
financial challenge. 

“As a result difficult deci¬ 
sions have had to be made 
and turning off about half 
of the street lights owned 
by the council will save us 
£2 million in the financial 
year 2011/2012 by reduc¬ 
ing energy and mainte¬ 
nance costs. 

“The lights weren’t 
turned off on an ad-hoc 
basis. We worked hard to 
establish a rationale, avail¬ 
able at www.north amp- 
tonshire.gov.uk/ street¬ 
lights and liaised closely 
with the police to help 
make our decisions. 

“Consultation on the pol¬ 
icy took place as part of the 
You Choose consultation.”

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Brewer 
bids to 
increase 
bottling

ONE of Northampton’s largest 
businesses has announced the creation 
of up to 60 jobs if planning permission 
for a new bottling line is approved. 

Carlsberg UK, the British arm of the 
world’s fourth largest brewing company 
whose UK headquarters and brewery are 
based on Bridge Street, has submitted 
plans to West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation for a multi¬ 
million pound expansion programme 
that will house a line capable of filling 
millions of bottles a year. 

If granted, work will begin in March this 
year. 

Matt Callan, supply chain director for 
Carlsberg UK, said: “This is really positive 
news for Northampton. 

“We are proud to play a part in the town 
and this investment shows our commit¬ 
ment to Northampton and the UK beer 
market. 

“The creation of up to 60 jobs is a great 
boost for the local community, especially 
in the current economic climate and 
means that we will be able to brew and 
package millions more bottles of beer 
including Carlsberg, Export and San 
Miguel at our brewery.” 

The news has been welcomed by local 
organisations. 

Paul Griffiths, from the 
Northamptonshire Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “Carlsberg UK is one of 
Northampton’s largest employers and 
contributes hugely to the local economy 
and community. 

“These plans for expansion not only 
bring with them job opportunities but 
also reassurance that Carlsberg is here to 
stay in Northampton.” 

The announcement follows a £40 
million expansion and development 
programme completed in October last 
year which saw brewing capacity 
increased from 4.5m hectolitres to 6.1m 
hi (approximately 15 per cent of the UK’s 
total beer production), a third canning 
line installed and the introduction of an 
environmental programme to reduce gas 
and electricity consumption and waste.

School run bus ban 
for pest’s sex crimes

A SEX offender has been banned 
from buses during the school run 
after he groped and exposed 
himself to women and young 
girls. 

Roger Pell, of High Green, 
Kingsthorpe, was told by a judge 
at Northampton Crown Court 
that he needed medical treatment 
for his problem. 

The 52-year-old’s string of 
offences began in August 2010 
when he exposed and touched 
himself while staring at a seven- 
year-old girl. 

The child was out with her 
mother and younger brother at 
Newlands Shopping Centre, 
Kettering, but Matthew Lowe, 
prosecuting, said she was initially 
“too embarrassed to say any¬ 
thing”. 

He said: “She was shocked and 
disgusted by what she had seen 
him do.” 

Later that same day, Pell 
grabbed a 16-year-old girl’s but¬ 
tocks after engaging her in con¬ 
versation at a bakery in the cen¬ 
tre. 

Mr Lowe said the girl had subse¬ 
quently suffered nightmares. But 
these two crimes were not attrib¬ 
uted to the defendant until late 
last year, after he had been caught 
for another offence. Pell’s next 


victim was a 17-year-old girl who 
was travelling on a bus from 
Northampton to Leicester in 
lanuary 2011. 

The defendant got on the bus at 
Kingsthorpe, where the prosecu¬ 
tion said he “deliberately” sat 
behind her. 

Mr Lowe said: “She was talking 
to a friend when the defendant 
placed his face so close to hers 
that she could feel and smell his 
breath.” The court heard how he 
slipped his hand between the 
seats and squeezed her waist 
repeatedly, before leaning for¬ 
ward and asking her for the time. 

She did not report the incident, 
thinking she would never see him 
again, but four weeks later he sat 
behind her on the same bus and 
began brushing her hair. He put 
his arm around her and asked 
whether he had made her jump. 

In March of that year, Pell 
committed a further exposure 
offence in a lift in the Grosvenor 
Centre in Northampton. 

A young mother with her daugh¬ 
ter in a pushchair entered the lift 
to find the defendant with his 


back to her. Via the mirrored walls 
she could see he was performing 
a sex act. 

Mr Lowe said: “His trousers were 
fully undone and he was making 
grunting noises.” 

When he was arrested on March 
13, Pell admitted to being in the 
lift but said he just had a problem 
with the zip on his trousers. 

After breaching the conditions 
of his bail he was arrested again in 
July. Police found him in posses¬ 
sion of a lock knife and later 
discovered a stash of knives and 
machetes at his home. 

Taking into account his early 
guilty pleas and time already 
spent on remand, Judge Rupert 
Mayo sentenced him to a three- 
year supervision order and a five- 
year sexual offences prevention 
order, which bans him from 
approaching women and girls, 
travelling on buses between 
7.30am and 9.30am and 3pm and 
5pm and entering playgrounds or 
places used by children’s activi¬ 
ties. 

Pell was also placed on the sex 
offenders’ register.

Cowley to ponder 
Towcester options 

HORSE RACING 

COUNTY trainer Paul Cowley is juggling his 
options in an effort to land that elusive 
Towcester winner when the Northants track 
stages its first meeting of 2012 on Sunday. 

Culworth-based Cowley has seen both 
Grand Article and Billy Murphy occupy 
positions in the frame at his local course in 
2011/12, and is hoping one of them can go 
one better after making entries in the 2m 
l/2f Haygain Hay Steamers - Clean Healthy 
Hay Handicap Chase at 2.10pm. 

Grand Article was second of six runners to 
the Henrietta Knight-trained Bertenbarat 
Towcester back in November in a race over 
2m 3 l/2f, but then probably didn’t get the 
extra distance when asked to travel 2m 6f in 
mid-December. 

He has since advertised his well-being by 
finishing third at Warwick on New Year’s Eve, 
where again his stamina just appeared to 
run out at the end of a 2m 4 l/2f trip. 

This drop back in trip could be a 
worthwhile experiment, especially on a 
tough track like Towcester. 

The grey Billy Murphy has been given a 
short breather since finishing a runner-up at 
Towcester on Boxing Day to Pensnett Bay 
over a slightly longer distance. 

The nine-year-old rallied gamely after the 
last fence under 7lbs claimer Rachel King to 
grab second spot but was still two-and-a- 
quarter lengths in arrears of the winner. 

While it is more likely Cowley will only run 
one of his charges, the county picture in the 
race is clouded by the fact both trainers 
Caroline Bailey and Anna Brooks could be 
represented. 

Bailey has pencilled in entries for course 
winner Bohemian Rock as well as Earl Of 
Thomond who benefited hugely for a recent 
treatment to an ulcer problem when an 
encouraging third on his chase debut behind 
My Faithful Annie at Huntingdon. 

There could be better to come on a track 
where he has performed well before over 
hurdles. 

Meanwhile, Brooks could go double- 
handed to Towcester with Devils River, 
known as Damian at home, in the 2m 
contest and Duke Of Ormond in the 3m l/2f 
handicap chase. Duke Of Ormond was sixth 
behind Ukrainian Star at Towcester on 
Boxing Day. 

In-form handler Charlie Longsdon could 
also make his mark at Towcester as he has 
plans to saddle Loose Chips in the novices’ 
hurdle, recent shock 66/1 Hereford winner 
Tarbeck in the 3m novices’ hurdle as well as 
Universal Soldier in the novices’ chase. 

Although the scheduled start at 
Towcester is currently 1.40pm, a possible 
division of maiden hurdle contests, could 
bring this forward while admission to the 
track is free.

JIM Mallinder lauded the contri¬ 
bution Roger Wilson has made to 
Northampton Saints during his 
time at the club after it was 
announced the No.8 had agreed a 
deal to return to former club 
Ulster. 

Wilson moved to Franklin’s 
Gardens from his home province in 
2008 and has since racked up 102 
appearances for the Saints, winning 
both the European Challenge Cup 
and LV= Cup. 

However, he has now decided to 
return home at the end of this 
season after re-signing for the 
RaboDirect Pro 12 outfit, and 
Northampton director of rugby 
Mallinder was quick to praise 
Wilson’s efforts. 

“It’s a massive disappointment in 
terms of losing a quality individual 
and what he does to the team,” he 
said. “I’ve only got good words to 
say about Roger Wilson. 

“It was good recruitment to be 
able to get him here in the first 
place, every single week he puts his 
body on the line for the team, he’s 
tough, he has given us that go 
forward, he’s not a big talker but he 
does his talking on the field. 

“It’s disappointing to lose him, but 
I fully understand the reasons 
behind it and as a club we wish him 
all the best. 

“We know he’s going to give it his 
all until the end of the season and 
he’s got a three-year deal back at 
Ulster where he’ll see out his rugby 
career, and that’s good news for 
him. 

“I still think there is that little bit of 
desire to play for Ireland and he’s 
got a far better chance of doing that 
going back home, and that’s why he 
has come to that decision.” 

Wilson’s departure means that the 
likes of Phil Dowson and Samu 
Manoa can now stake a claim for a 
regular spot as the Saints’ starting 
No.8, while Mallinder also 
confirmed that they are actively 
looking to recruit a replacement. 

Before then though, there is the 
more pressing task of Saturday 
evening’s showdown with Munster 
in the final Pool One match of the 
Heineken Cup at stadium:mk. 

The decision to move the clash 
with the Irish giants to Milton 
Keynes may well have proved 
contentious with some sections of 
the Saints support, but despite that 
the contest is set to be played out in 
front of a sell-out crowd of 22,000. 

The previous meeting between the 
sides in the opening Heineken Cup 
match at Thomond Park proved to 
be a scintillating affair that was not 


settled until Munster fly-half Ronan 
O’Gara landed a drop goal with the 
last kick of the game to snatch a 
23-21 victory for the hosts. 

It was a game that Mallinder 
admitted affected Northampton 
emotionally, with there being very 
much a sense of what might have 
been had winger Vasily Artemyev 
been able to control the ball when 
he seemed set to score a try, or had 
referee Nigel Owens given one or 
two crucial decisions the other way. 

Mallinder insists they are not out 
for revenge against the two-times 
winners of Europe’s elite club 
tournament, saying: “It’s not 
revenge, I think that’s probably just 
too harsh a word. It’s trying to make 
up a little bit for the hurt we felt out 
there, and that was really just in 
terms of the result and not getting 
it. 

“It was a great game of rugby with 
two good sides competing in it, and 
we felt at the end of the game that 


we just didn’t quite get that rub of 
the green. That had a massive im¬ 
pact on the rest of the group, a cou¬ 
ple of decisions that didn’t go our 
way. We know where we are now, 
we’ve accepted that, and we want to 
go out and prove that we can beat 
Munster.” 

The Irish side are already assured 
of progressing to the quarter finals 
of this season’s competition, having 
gone through the group undefeated 
so far. Meanwhile, the best Saints 
can hope for is a place in the knock¬ 
out stages of the Amlin Challenge 
Cup by ensuring that they finish 
second. 

A 29-17 win away to the Scarlets 
on Saturday went some way to 
erasing the memories of the defeat 
inflicted on them by the Welsh side 
at home in November, while also 
seeing them go two points ahead of 
them in the race for second. 

Four Rhys Priestland penalties 
and a Viliame Iongi try seemed to 


have put the hosts in control at 
Parc Y Scarlets. However, Soane 
Tonga’uiha’s try and five Stephen 
Myler penalties soon shifted 
momentum back in favour of 
Northampton. 

Ben Foden then secured the 
victory in the closing stages by rac¬ 
ing in from deep inside his own half 
following an interception, and 
Mallinder is looking for more of the 
same against Munster.

LIAM Daly is on the verge of signing 
with boxer-turned-promoter Graham 
Earl and is hoping to secure a place on 
the show that the former British and 
Commonwealth lightweight champion 
is planning for March. 

The unbeaten Northampton light 
heavyweight has not fought since last 
July’s show at the Park Inn Hotel, 
where he recorded a shut-out points 
victory over four rounds against James 
Tucker. 

Daly [3-0], who combines his boxing 
with studying for an English degree 
and working as a roofer, had been 
aiming to return to the ring this Friday 
before the planned card fell through. 

However, he has still been training in 
Leicester with coach Chris Pyatt and it 
was the former WBO middleweight 
world champion who helped influence 
his decision to join Earl’s stable of 
boxers. 

“He was involved in some great 
fights,” said Daly of the Luton man. 
“Chris knows him quite well. We sat 
down to talk about it and decided that 
it would be good for me to sign with 
him. He’s a bit busy this week because 
some of his lads are fighting in 
Liverpool on Saturday, but I should be 
signing everything with him in the 
next week or so.” 

Since retiring from the ring, Earl has 
been building a promotional business 
as well as acting as manager and 
trainer for several up-and-coming 
boxers. 

His stable, based out of the House of 
Champions gym in his hometown, 
includes the likes of unbeaten 
heavyweight prospect Tom Little, and 
promising pugilists Terry Holmes and 
Daniel Mulhern. 

Now Daly looks set to join those 
ranks, but the main aim for him at the 
moment is to get back into the ring 
after six months without a fight. 

The 28-year-old admitted he had to 
turn down several opportunities, 
including one to box in Germany, due 
to them being too short notice, but he 
accepts that the pro game is different 
from the amateurs where he was 
boxing several times a month. 

Daly said: “It’s just part and parcel of 
being professional. It’s a pain, but it is 
what it is. All I can do is keep fit and 
keep in the gym, so if I’m not fit then 
it’s my own fault. It’s good because 
John Daly at Far Cotton ABC opens the 


gym so I can train, and it’s the same 
with [Daly’s former amateur coach] 
Arthur Daly at King’s Heath. 

“If I could get a fight next month that 
would be great, but March is good. I’m 
fit so all I need now is some good 
quality sparring.” 

■ NATHAN Reeve is set to return to 
the ring on Friday, March 16, on the 
undercard of the Midlands Area super 
featherweight title clash between Troy 
James and Barrington Brown. 

Full details for the Northampton 
super flyweight’s contest have not yet 
been confirmed for what will be his 
first outing since losing in the quarter 
finals of Prizefighter. 

Meanwhile, Paul David’s proposed 
defence of his English super 
middleweight title against Patrick 
Mendy has fallen through. The British 
Boxing Board of Control last week 
confirmed that no purse bids for the 
contest had been received by the 
deadline of Wednesday, January 11.

Aidy out to address second half woes

PERSPECTIVE of any situation is an 
important thing. Just ask Northamp¬ 
ton Town manager Aidy Boothroyd, 
who was keen to emphasise that 
point after Saturday’s 5-2 defeat at 
home to Southend United. 

Two second half goals each for Liam 
Dickinson and substitute Bilel 
Mohsni condemned the Cobblers to 
defeat after they had led 2-1 at the 
interval, leaving them bottom of 
League Two. 

However, Boothroyd was not down¬ 
cast by the loss that, in turn, sent Paul 
Sturrock’s team top of the table. In 
fact, his post-match message was one 
of trying to keep things in perspective. 

“You didn’t see me doing cartwheels 
up and down the stands when we 
beat Morecambe and you certainly 
won’t hear me sounding down or dour 
after a defeat,” said the Cobblers boss. 

“It is what it is, we can’t change it. 


What we’ve got to do is work on the 
training ground. If anyone is feeling 
sorry for themselves then they are 
going to be out of the team - I don’t 
have any of that. 

“You make your own luck in the long 
term and we’ve just got to keep doing 
that. The fact that we went 1-0 up and 
then 2-1 up suggests we are capable 
of beating teams. 

“I would imagine that we’re the best 
team in the first half in the league, or 
we’re certainly right up there, at least 
since December. 

“But in the second half that’s when 
we’ve got to lock down the hatches, 
make sure we are a little bit cuter and 
have a little bit more concentration in 
winning the second half.” 

John Johnson capitalised on confu¬ 
sion in the Southend box to put the 
hosts in front after ten minutes, with 
United’s David Martin responding 
four minutes before half time. 

Northampton retook the lead two 
minutes later, with Saido Berahino 


beating the offside trap before slotting 
under goalkeeper Glenn Morris to put 
his side ahead at the break. 

Southend started to pressurise after 
the restart, and eventually their 
persistence told when goalkeeper 
Freddy Hall was adjudged to have 
fouled Dickinson in the area. 

His 65th minute penalty levelled the 
scores once more, before Michael 
Jacobs saw two free kick chances 
denied - one by a fine save from 
Martin and another by the post. 

The Shrimpers kept pressing though 
and the Town defence was undone 
inside the final ten minutes, with two 
Mohsni headers and a Dickinson 
strike securing the win. 

Boothroyd said: “We can complain 
that it wasn’t a penalty, we can talk 
about the fact that we hit the post and 
the bar, we can talk about the fact that 
their goalkeeper has made a great 
save at when it was 2-1, but at the end 
of it we’ve got done. 

“Was it a 5-2 game in terms of 


performance? Absolutely not, but if 
you switch off then you get done 5-2 
and that’s what happened. 

“What I’m pleased about is that we 
never give up; we kept going, we got 
knocked down and got back up, we 
kept going and we’re going to need 
that. 

“We need that every week 
because you can never stop, you’ve al¬ 
ways got to keep going and that’s a 
great habit. 

“We might look back and reflect on 
this in months to come and say that it 
was a test for us, but we’ve got to be 
the team that wins 5-2 - not the one 
that gets done 5-2.” 

Fellow strugglers Barnet now 
provide the opposition for the 
Cobblers when they visit Sixfields on 
Saturday, where a repeat of the 2-1 
win at Underhill in October will be 
gratefully received. 

With his side only in the relegation 
zone on goal difference, Boothroyd is 
in no doubt that they have what it 


takes to climb out of the bottom two 
and preserve their League Two status. 

He said: “We’ve got games left to 
make sure that we get out of the 
position that we’re in, and I’m very 
confident that we will. 

“I look in the dressing room, I look at 
the performance and I think the sup¬ 
porters know because they are not 
stupid. 

“They’re not seeing a team that is giv¬ 
ing up; they are seeing a team that is 
always in a game and having a go. 

“Get things in perspective; you’re 
looking at a [Southend] team that are 
top of the league on 52 points and 
they are there for a reason. 

“They’re there because they have 
got a strong squad, a manager that 
knows what he is doing and at this 
moment in time we are a club that is 
tidying up, making sure that we are in 
a game and fighting for our lives. 

“We’re doing that and we’ll continue 
to do that, and Barnet is another 
game we need to get a result in.”

CALUM Clark has called for fellow 
Northampton Saints back row Tom 
Wood to be named the new England 
captain, citing his work ethic as an 
example for all to follow. 

Wood has long been rumoured as 
one of the candidates to take over as 
skipper of the national team, with 
interim head coach Stuart Lancaster 
yet to name the man who will lead 
the side out in the their Six Nations 
opener away to Scotland on 
February 4. 

And Clark, who is also in the initial 
32-man Elite Player Squad for the 
tournament, believes that Lancaster 
could do worse than hand his fellow 
Saint the captain’s armband 

“I think he has got all of the cre¬ 
dentials,” said the 22-year-old. “I 
think the most important thing 
about being a captain is setting an 
example. 

“It’s not about what you say with 
your mouth or what you do in team 
talks, it’s leading by example. You 
look at the great captains and I think 
they all do that, and Woody is no 
different. 

“He grafts and works harder than 
anyone else in training. I think he’s a 
real role model and sets a great ex¬ 
ample for everyone else to follow.” 

Like Wood, Clark’s stock has risen 
dramatically since signing for 
Northampton from Leeds Carnegie 
in the summer of 2010, with that 
impressive first season resulting in a 
call-up to the England Saxons. 

Injury meant he was unable to 
take that opportunity, while last 
Saturday’s 29-17 win over Scarlets in 
the Heineken Cup was his first game 
since the reverse fixture in Novem¬ 
ber after suffering a hand injury. 

Nevertheless, he has impressed 
Lancaster sufficiently to win his first 
senior call-up, and he said: “It must 
have been to do with what I did at 
the start of the season and the end of 
the last one. 

“I had opportunities last season 
with the Barbarians and the Saxons 
that I didn’t get to take because I was 
injured, and I’m just thankful that 
I’ve been given one again. I’m 
determined to make it count. 

“I just want to be involved and give

The best 
thing about Munster is that they 
work hard together and when they 
do their set piece they maul hard 
and they’re all good over the ball. 
They make their tackles and it’s 
going to be a real attritional battle for 
us. We’re ready for it. 

“They’re a top European side and 
look like going through, so if we can 
do anything to spoil their party then 
we’ll do it. 

“We feel like the result was on the 
flip of a coin over there and we’ll try 
to make sure that it goes our way this 
time.”
